LONDON (AP* - At least 
8i) British trawlers headed for 
Icelandic fishing gix>unds 
Tuesday prepared to resist 
Jx;eland^^ decision to bar for¬ 
eign fishing vessels. A new 
“cod war” could result. 

A spokesman for the 
Traw'lers Officei-s’ Guild of 
Hull, a major British fishing 
port, said tlie ships would con¬ 
tinue to fish witiiin th* 
Iceland grounds from Sept. 1. 

Tlie guild's spokesman said 
four British Royal Naty fish¬ 
eries pi'oiection vessels would 
patrol Icelandic waters in 
pail's to defend the traw'lers. 

The government had also 
issued instructions to skippei** 
on how’ to proceed if Icelandic 
gunlxiats attempt to prevent 
them from fishing, the spokes¬ 
man said. The spokesman list¬ 
ed these instructions; 

• Continue fishing within 
50-mile limit proclaimed hy 
the new limit but keep outside 
Icelands’s interoationally re¬ 
cognized 12-mile limit.

OTTAWA (CP* — Federal 
government revenues have 
almost doubled in the last 
seven years, with payers of 
personal income tax now cai'- 
rying. a far greater share of 
the load, treasiuy’ statistics 
show’. 

Total federal government 
revenue from direct wid indi¬ 
rect taxes, and from other 
sources such as post offii-.e 
revenues and returns on 
investments, ran to $14.2 bil¬ 
lion in the fiscal year ended 
March 31. 

Of this, $6 billion or 42 per 
cent came from personal in¬ 
come taxes, and less* than $2.2 
billion or 15 per cent came 
from corporation profit*. 


Seven years ago, total fed¬ 
eral revenuea ran to less than 
$7.2 billion, and less tlian 30 
per cent of it came from per¬ 
sonal income taxes while cor¬ 
poration profits taxes yielded 
more than 21 per cent. 

The figures do not Include 
the special taxes on personal 
incomes and corporation prof¬ 
its, and hidden sales taxes 
whloli are credited to the old 
age seeuritj' fund, from w’hich 
old age pensions are paid. 
Nor do tliey include contribu¬ 
tions thjpough tlie personal in¬ 
come tax to the Canada pen¬ 
sion plan. These amounted to 
nearly $3 billion last year, 70 
per cent of it from personaU 
income ta.\e*. Af'

My 
doctor advised surgery as I 
was not getting better, only 
worse. 

About six weeks ago I had 
the uterus and cer\’ix re¬ 
moved. My doctor said my 
ovaries were healthy so he 
did not remove them. I have 
gotten along fine and feel 
well. My doctor •has. not 
recommended hormones. 

Friends say, “Oh, you 
should be taking hormones. ” 
Since I still have my ovaries, 
don’t they supfily the hor¬ 
mones I need?— Mrs. I. H. 

Both you and your doctor 
know more about the facts 
than your friends who are so 
busily telling you you need 
hormones. 

If your ovaries are still ac¬ 
tive, and producing sufficient 
hormones, why in the world 
should ^u take hormones?

I get rather desperate be¬ 
cause of the need always to 
have cheese, crackers and 
milk, or nuts whenever I 
leave the house, to avoid 
weaknes and trembling—L.S.

There are nearly a dozen 
different tyi)€s of hypoglyce¬ 
mia (episodes of low bkxxl 
sugar) but diet alone keeps 
most of them under good con¬ 
trol. 

There are specialized types 
in which medication is neces¬ 
sary — thyroid, (or example 
but yours may not be one 
of those. 

There is. in addition, the 
fact, whether we like it or not, 
that nervous tension very 
often accompanies hypoglyce¬ 
mia. Or maybe we should put 
it the other way around - the 
nervous, tense type of person 
is more likely to suffer from 
hypoglycemia. Hence, in s »me 
cases a mild sedative or tran¬ 
quilizer can be of surprising 
benefit.

It may have worked 
before but these scare tactics are becoming tire¬ 
some. In fact they are insulting to the mentality of 
the voting public. 

If the premier thinks that NDP is communist 
he should say so and cut out the innuendo. He says 
the NDP leader, David Barrett, is “a socialist in 
sheep’s clothing” and he ties to th6 statement the 
claim that NDP is ‘‘in bed with the communists.” 

He raves that ‘‘socialist hordes are at the 
gates in British Columbia” and goes no further. He 
hasn’t had to in the past. But this time it could be 
different. There could be a backlash because people 
should be beginning to twig to his tricks. 

Socialism is not communism, otherwise all 
party standards would be brilliant red. Bennett, 
Barrett, and the Conservative and Liberal leaders 
Warren and Anderson all are socialists in varying 
degrees. Each of the parties has socialist policies. 

But Social Credit refuses to admit this. 


At the same time Premier Bennett was in¬ 
troducing the bogey to a North Vancouver election 
meeting, his minister of labor, James Chabot, was 
using a little more finesse at a New Westminster 
rally in attempting to link NDP with communism. It 
was a weak effort, though: five NDP members of 
the legislature here in 1969 had signed the NDP 
left wing waffle manifesto; and recently some 
members of the waffle group (in the east) had 
joined the Communist party. - 

Mr. Chabot was being devious In attempting to 
plant a seed he hopes will sprout with doubt In the 
minds of the voters. Mr. Bennett’s attempt 
amounts to no more than a ranting. 

More will be heard before voting day, no 
doubt. And Mr. Barrett should have little difficulty 
meeting a Chabot challenge to explain the NDP 
relationship with the radical element. 

NDP in British Columbia has showed itself to 
be more socialist, perhaps, than the other parties. 
But communist tendencies have never been re¬ 
vealed even though Social Credit would like the 
people to think so. 

Had they been, NDP would not be in the posi¬ 
tion of official Opposition it has held for so many 
years on one-third of total votes cast. 


The Bargain-Hunters 


TAP AN-WATCHERS will keep their eyes on 
J Hawaii at this month’s end where newly- 
elected Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka will meet 
President Richard Nixon in a second round of 
trieide talks which, Washington hopes, will lead to a 
substantial reduction of a predicted $3.8 billion 
imbalance in this year. 

Negotiators for the two. giants of commerce — 
the United States holds first and Japan third place 
in the trading world — met in Japan in July when 
the Americans were confident they would get at 
least a billion dollar concession. 

They got instead orders for a $600 million vari- * 
ety package. 

They might have got more but for the heavy- 
handed attitude of Ambassador Harold Malmgi*en 
who showed a remarkable lack of tact by threaten¬ 
ing unspecified but ‘‘serious political ramifications” 
if the Japanese refused to dance to the tune of 
Yankee Doodle Dandy. At the outset the Japanese 
had indicated a willingness, if not eagerness, to 
i-each a closer balance of trade with the United 
States, recognizing that Washington, under pres¬ 
sure from industry and iabor, would have to take 
some pretty drastic protective action unless the sit¬ 
uation were corrected. 

But Ambassador Malmgren was impatient and 
by his tactics invited a rebuff. Japan, he discov¬ 
ered, is much too big to bully. 

President Nixon will try to make amends 
when he greets Prime Minister Tanaka, and Mr7 
Tanaka can be expected to show a propitiatory 
disposition because American goodwill is particu¬ 


larly Important at this time. He is engaged in deii- 
cate negotiations with Peking and Moscow that 
might be spoiled by a piqued president. Perhaps 
that was the implication of Ambassador Malm- 
gren’s ill-consider^ remarks. 

Neither China nor the Soviet Union would be 
displeased, it must be assumed, at a serious falling 
out between the United States and Japan. The 
recent indications that Moscow and Peking are 
prepared to forget old resentments and suspicions 
hint of a willingness in both capitals for closer rela¬ 
tions with Tokyo. Indeed, they are invited. What 
these rivals for Japanese collaboration appear to be 
saying is^in^ly that Japan no longer needs the 
Americans, either militarily or otherwise; that she 
is big enough and rich enough to stand without 
American crutches, particularly when her big 
neighbors are so amiably disposed. 

Mr. Tanaka, shrewdly uncommitted, will get 
all he can — including oil and mining deals in 
China and the Russian eastern territory, the return 
of islands seized as war plunder by the Soviet 
Union, and prospectively huge orders for heavy in¬ 
dustry from Peking — but without sacrificing the 
American connection. His country is perfectly ca¬ 
pable of surviving without American assistance; 
but there would be rto point in deliberately destroy¬ 
ing a mutually advantageous relationship in order 
to pursue a risky adventure with unpredictable 
new partners. 

Mr. Tanaka can be expected to be accommo¬ 
dating at the Hawaii meeting. And Mr. Nixon will 
be able to stick another feather in his campaign 
cap.

Small Powers Face Special Hazards 


C ONNOISSEURS of small- 
power diplomacy should 
take a look at what is going 
on in South Korea. 

The rules of small-power di¬ 
plomacy are quite different 
fixjm those that guide the 
great powers. The big coun- 
1.rie.s are like ocean-going 

liners which keep steadily to 
their course in all but the very 
worst weather. The smcdi 
powers are like small sailing 
boats; they have to make 
what use they can of the wind 
and seas that come their way. 
'Hiey cannot defy the ele¬ 
ments, but if they are clever 
they can take advantage of 
them.

Ever since the Korean war 
ended nearly 20 years ago the 
Soutli Koreans have followed 
a number of set navigational 
principles. They believed 
their major hazard to be 

North Korea, backed by its 

two Communist allies, Rassia 
and China. Japan was another 
l>assible hazard.. For the mo¬ 
ment it was like a rock safely 
below the water, but all the 
same it was to lie treated with 
caution.

Soutli Korea counted on a 
steady and benign wind from 
tlie United States to keep it 
moving and give it the power 
to avoid4he danger spots. This 
was well and good until last 
year when the wind from 
America started to blow erra¬ 
tically and looked like leaving 
South Korea with the choice 
of becoming becalmed or 
being driven straight towards 
the rocks it had spent so 
many years avoiding. 

The South'' Korean mistake 
was to suppose that the cli¬ 
mate of international affairs 
does not change. Other small 
Asian countries that had been 
happily driven along by the 
American wind — such-^as 
Taiwan ami South Vietnam - - 
found themselves in an even 
more difficult position. The in¬ 
terest of South Korea’s case is 
that it has more room to man-^ 
oeuvre, and there is the 
chance that good diplomatic 
seamunship will bring her to 
safety.

11 is hard for Uie outside 
work! to realize just what a 
shock the new Ni.xon foi-eign 
policy gave Korea last year. 
It was far more than a matter 
of the announcement that Mr. 
Nixon was going to China. A 
foreign policy expert in 
Seoul gave a list of other 
shocks; Defence Secretary 
Melvin Laini’s statement that 
America would not fight an¬ 
other land war in Asia; the 
American 10 per cent import 
surcharge and textile quotas 
“whiqh were just a shfwk to 
Japanese pride and emotions 
but which really hurt ^ us 
badly:” the fcai* * that America 
might abandon the Thieu gov¬ 
ernment in South Vietnam; 
China’j^entry into the United 
fjatioh^ the Ihdo-Pakistan 
war, seen by Koreans as 
an ominous example of great 
power inability to stop a war; 
the American Senate debate 
on foreign' aid. 

The South Koreans have de¬ 
cided that while the United 


States can no longer be count¬ 
ed on ti> encourage them in 
their old posture as an anti- 
CommunLst bastion, they 
hope, as one of tliem put it, 
that "the United States will 
realize that it has to pay a 
certain price for stability in 
Asia.” 

4 The South Koreans know 
they have to keep tliat price 
as low as possible and that 
their best way to do tljis^^is to 
improve their relations with 
the Communist world while 
following a policy of detente 
with North Korea. 


The most dramatic part of 
the new South Korean policy 
is of course its attempt to 
improve relations with the 
North. It is the part w-hich 
pleases tlie ^United Stales 
m )st, but it is also, the south¬ 
erners say, the most danger¬ 
ous. This is because they are 
I’onvinced that North Koi-ea 
has still not given U{> its hoj>e 
of uniting the Korean peninsu¬ 
la under Communism. Tlie 
.North Koreans have probably' 
abandoned their idea of unit¬ 
ing Korea by war. one is fold 
in .Seoul. "Iwt our aim must 
be to get them to renounce 
publicly their commitment to 
revolution in the peninsula.” 
The South Koreans look at 
Taiwan and China and North 
and South Vietnam and con¬ 
clude that in Asia at least the 
time when the two halves of a 
divided country can co-exist 
peacefully has not yet come. 

★ ★ ★ 

This explains why South 
Korea’s new policy slogan is 
“detente with deterence,” and 
why they say ‘‘if the United 
States or any of our friends 
(they mean Jaimn above all) 
reduces our power to deter we 
cannot go on with our policy 
of detente.” American troops 
must stay in the South: a rea- 
s(^able request, they point 
out, for does not Willy 
Brandt want the GIs to stay in 
West Germany to l)ack up his 
detente witli East Germany? 


'Hie South Koreans have 
probably chosen the only ^ 
workable policy open to them 
but they are terribly worried 
about the difficulties ahead. At 
Uie Korean Central In¬ 
telligence Agency (whose 
chief is one of the master¬ 
minds of the new contacts 
with the North) one hears a 
somewhat gloomy eurvey of 
tlie disadvantages the S o u t h 
will suffer in the years ahead, 
not the least of which, they 
say. is that Noirth Korea is 
likely to be able to Improve 
its relations with America and 
Japan with greater ease than 
the South can mend Its fences 
with China and Russia. Ihere 
is a very special worry about 
how Japan is going to b^ave. 
The gut Korean feeling is that 
Japitn cannot be relied on 
until it stops pursuing just its 
economic interests and a.s- 
sumes a real international 
personality. 

It was all so much simpler 
in Die days when the wind 
blew strong and dei>endable 
from America.

W HEN the U.S. Congress 
approves Nixon's mis¬ 
sile deal with Brezhnev, the 
Kremlin will achieve the first 
of its long-standing objec¬ 
tives : strategic superiority 
over the United States. 

The second of these objec¬ 
tives—international accep¬ 

tance and sanctification of the 
Soviet colonial empire in 
Eastern and Ontral Europe— 
was practically reached 
through ratification of Chan¬ 
cellor Willy Brandt's ostpoli- 
tik treaties by the West Ger¬ 
man Parliament. 

The third objective — isola¬ 
tion of Western Europe from 
America and scuttling of the 
North Atlantic Alliance—is 
well on its way to fruition in 
the Soviet-promoted "confer¬ 
ence on European security 
and co-operation” which is li¬ 
kely to l)e held next year. 

★ ★ ★ 

I'hese three objectives, re¬ 
lentlessly pursu^ by the 
Kremldn since the late, 1940s. 
are closely interlinked. Put to¬ 
gether they form the base for 
another major expansion of 
the Soviet sphere of influence. 

The first major expansion 
of Soviet power was carried 
out by the combination of mil¬ 
itary advance into the heart 
of Europe, political coercion 
and deceit. It was halted only 
by the formation of NATO in 
1949. 

The Communist grab of 
nearly half the European con¬ 
tinent, represented a flagrant 
violation of Stalin’s wartime 
agreement with Roosevelt and 
Churchill on self-determina¬ 
tion of the countries freed 
from Hitler’s grip. Stalin sim¬ 
ply broke his solemn pledges 
because he knew. that the 
hastily demobilized western 
Allies could not stop him, 
short of using the A-bomb.

While they were powerlcsji 
to prevent the Soviet rape of 
East-Central Europe, they re¬ 
fused to recognize and legal¬ 
ize the 4ait accompli as a per¬ 
manent post-war structure. 
For Moscow this attitude of 
the West posed problems of 
consolidation of its colonial 
emi)ire. 

Regarding their subjugation 
a.s temporary, in 1953 the 
East Germans rebelled. In

1956 the Poles and the Hun¬ 
garians tried to free them¬ 
selves. In 1968 Czixrhs and Slo¬ 
vaks mydfested the4r desire 
for freedom. In 1970 the pres¬ 
sures surfaced once again in 
Poland and quite ‘-recently 
unrest erupted in Soviet Bal¬ 
tic colonies.

Moscow hopes that this lib¬ 
eration ferment will wither 
away in sheer despair onca 
the West formally recognizes 
the Sovlet^nforced division of 
Europe aa permanent and 
“legal.” 

Hence the importance the 
Kremlin attached to the ratifi¬ 
cation of the Brandt treaties 
which herald a general west¬ 
ern cave-in to the Moscow 
pressures for "normalization” 
of .Soviet imperialist piracy. 

(In this connection it is in¬ 
teresting to note that in his 
recently published memoirs, 
the former chief of West Ger¬ 
man Intelligence Services, 
Reinhard Gehlen, traces the 
genesis of Brandt's ostpoHtik 
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to Soviet-instigated 8eci*et 
talks In Rome, betw^ top 
Italian C^ommunists and 
Brandt’s emissaries, ae far 
back as 1967). 

In return for crushing the 
hopes and aspirations of the 
captive nations Moscow dan¬ 
gles in front of the cold war- 
weary West the mirage of 
"detente” and "peaceful 
coe.xistencc.” The fact that in 
the Communist definition, 
tliesa terms mean "the only 
period when capitalism can 
be overtlirown short of war” 
(the quote comes from the 
documents of the conference 
of 81 Communist Parties in 
Moscow) evidently does not 
disturb the appeasers of Sovi¬ 
et gangsterism. 

★ ★ ★ 

Since Moscow’s long-range 
^oal is indeed "i>eacefijl” 
overthrow of 4dl non-Com- 
niunist governments, consoli¬ 
dation of the existing Soviet 
Empire is only a stepping 
stone to further expansion. To 
serve that purpose, it has to 


be ooupled with achievement 
and maintenance of over-alt 
strategic supremacy and with 
disruption of the Atlantic Alli¬ 
ance which shields Western 
Europe, the Mediterranean 
and the Middle East. 

★ ★ ★ 

The drive for over-all stra¬ 
tegic supremacy at a l>ear- 
abla ec<momic cost is served 
by the Ni.xon missile deal 
which freezes the U.S. ai-senal 
below the Soviet level. SiJioa 
the Kremlin seeks slategic .su¬ 
premacy primarily for politi¬ 
cal and psychological black¬ 
mail, Nixon’s concept of “suf¬ 
ficiency” of military deter¬ 
rence is hardly relevant. 

As for the European Securi¬ 
ty Conference, its immediate 
objective will be the eviction 
of American troops from 
Western Europe which will 
^clear the way for eventual So¬ 
viet dominance of the whole 
continent. 

• For all this the West is get¬ 
ting some temporary easing 
. of Communist pressures on 
Berlin. It’s an excellent Imr- 
gain—for the Kremlin.

Bulk of IRA’s Weapons 
Come from U.S. Sources

Wide-ranging Inquires by 
Christian Science Monitor re¬ 
porters reveal a serious In¬ 
crease In the Illegal flow ot 
modem weapons from the 
United States Into the hands 
of Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) guerrillas. 

The British army reckons 
some 80 per cent of the new 
arms supplies reaching the 
militant ''provisional” wing of 
the IRA come from the Unit¬ 
ed Static. 

IK A ammunition has l)een 
traced to rirtutUly every U.S. 
manufacturer. 

Since 1969 about 1,000 
firearms. Including more than 
noo rifles, have been reco¬ 
vered In Ulster by the securi¬ 
ty forces. Most were of Sec¬ 
ond World War vintage or 
earlier. This reflectb the 
curious mixture which goes to 
make up the arsenal of the 
600 or so hardcore IRA gun¬ 
men.

But, British sources assert, 
to keep that arsenal in being 
and to modernize It takes only 
a steady trickle of resupply. 
With terrorist-conscious 
Rorope tight on security, this 
resupply would dr>’ up without 
the U.S. as a main source.

The British army estimates 
some 180 AR-180’s now are In 
the hands of the IRA. Furth¬ 
ermore, the IRA are thought 
to be trying to make It their 
standard weapon — together 
with M-1, M-S, M-8, Thompson 
submachine gun, the .45 auto¬ 
matic pistol, and the .80S for 
marksmen. 

All the AR-180’s recovered 
In Ulster are Identified by 
serial numbers.

In any vlabla world politloal 
aystem, as in any national 
govenunent, there han to be 
a ^element of power and, in 
tha long run, also an element 
of consent. 

And if the anti-^periallst 
Involution, with the spread of 
nation-states and of livlustrial 
civilization outside Europe 
and America, haa increased 
the numbers and importance 
of the medium and smeller 
powers, the development of 
nuclear weepons has also 
changed the position of th# 
great powers in comparison 
with tha 19th century. 

Nuclear arms have both in¬ 
creased and weakened great 
power Influence. The system 
of nuclear deterrence has 
meant that the first interest 
of the great powers has been 
to avoid war with eath other. 

★ ★ ★ 

It haa meant that where 
their power was not stalemat¬ 
ed by that of a nuclear rival it 
could be overwhelming. 

But where nuclear powers 
confront each other, they 
could ba paralyzed and 
smaller powers could seize 
the initiative, as happened 
with the Arab-Israeli w«r in 
1967 and the India-Pakistan 
war of 1971. 

But in a world of sovereign 
states the main power ele¬ 
ment in the international sys¬ 
tem it atiH concentrated in 
the hands of the super 
powers. 

A move towards a more se¬ 
cure and Just world order im¬ 
plies an element of organized 
power to prevent war, as well 
as a way for those with griev¬ 
ances to secure redress pea¬ 
cefully.

This has inevitably to begin 
by stabilizing the relations of 
the super-powers. For their 
conflict could destroy every¬ 
one and against their power 
no other power would ba ef¬ 
fective. 

The super-powers America 
and Russia have begun to de¬ 
velop a rough working under¬ 
standing between themselves 
to prevent tha worst, that is a 
nuclear war. 

Thus understanding will 
have to develop in the future 
to take account of the emer¬ 
gence of several other potenr 
tlal super-powers — China, 
Western Europe, Japan. 

But tha superpowers have 
not got very far In working 
out how to prevent wars be¬ 
tween bther states — a neces¬ 
sity if an unccrntrollable 
spread of national nu< lcar 
weapons Is to be prevented

Yet iometimes auper-pouer 
co-o|ieration or restraint,

Scientist Stumbles on Disooverv 

Iran Grows Heroin Cure 


By RALPH JOSEPH, from Tehran 

^On tlie thickly-wooded slopes of the An>orz Mountains, 
faring tlie Caspian Sea, Iranian scientists liave begun large- 
scale cultivation of two different species of wild poppy that 
were formerly being destrayed. 

Ihis is lieing done with full approval of several Western 
countries plagued with heroin addiction problems, and of the 
United Nations. 

Tliese i»ami>ered sjx'cies of a genu.s othri’wLse treated as 
a pariah are to l>e preserved as part of an effort to fight ad¬ 
diction. 

They are two species of the bla<*k poppy which scientists 
rail Papnver orientale and Papaver bractentum and wldch 
have been found to contain a drug which has the effect of 
making an addict turn away from heroin. 

The plant was discovered by accident in die area In 1967 
when a scientist from the faculty of pharmacy at Tehran Uni¬ 
versity, Dr. N. Sharghi, was travelling through the mountains 
to the Caspian coast. On the way he stopped 4o buy a handful 
of black poppies from a boy for 10 rials (about 12 cents), and 
continued his journey. 

★ ★ ★ „ 

After a while the occupants of the car began to feel dizzy, 
ihey decided it wa^ the black poppies that were causing the 
spell and threw tliem oiit. Curious, Dr. Sharghi returned a 
few days later for more samples of the plant and took them 
back to his laboratory. 

With a colleague. Dr. IraJ I.4i1ezari, he found that the 
juh'es- of the plant rbntalned as moch as SO per cent of a 
chemical called tabain, from which another drug, naloxone. 
Is derived.^ Naloxone Is said to be the only known cure for 
heroin addiction, but so far has been available only in small 
quantities. 

In fact ordinary poppy plants are known to contain tabain 
also, but only to the extent of three-tenths of one per cent of 
the Juice. This makes its extraction dlffilcult end* expensive, 
and would also call for the cultivation of dangerously large 
quantities of ordinary poppy, tvhich could only have the ad¬ 


verse effect of encouraging addiction because they are a 
source of opium. 

^ it it it 

After the two scientists made their discovery. Dr. l.ale- 
rari published their findings in the scientific journal Nature, 
in 1967. Soon after, inquiries from scientists and officials 
fighting drug addiction in other parts of the world came in 
thick and fast. 

Officials here now estimate they can collect from 10-to 20 
tons a year of the plant from the Alborz slopes and make the 
extract available to authorities elsewhere. But >^rld demand 
is several times more than this. Dr. Lalezari estimates It at 
100 times as much. Experiments were therefore started this 
summer to find out whether the black poppy can be produced 
in greater quantity, and whether doing so would not upset its 

chemical contents. _ 

" it it it 

If the experiments'prove successful it might mean a 
breakthrough in the anti-addiction drive in several Western 
countries, including those of North America, Britain. France 
and West Germany, and some observers here have speculat¬ 
ed it may also end the need to grow ordinary poppy "for me¬ 
dicinal purposes." 

The United Nations would then ban the growing of other 
species of poppy, and tlie world requirements for medicinal 
purposes would come from Iran.— or any other country abls 
to produce Papaver orientale and Papaver bracteatum. 

★ ★ ★ 

Iran also has an addiction problem, and would haye gone 
ahead with the investigations without outside encouragement. 
The government during the last 2H years has executed close 
to 150 persons found guilty of smuggling, peddling or possess¬ 
ing either opium or heroin In the country. 

The executions art being carried out under the strict an¬ 
ti-narcotics law passed In 1969, the year In which Iran also 
decided to resume opium production In limited quantitiea, as 
a form of protest against the production of opium in nelgh- 
- boring countries, particularly Turkey and Afghanistan.

sriiile the "domino theory” of 
escalating aggression msy 
have been applied falsely by 
the Unitsd^States to Vietnam, 
tha posaihUity of an aggres¬ 
sion of tile Hitlerian, kind with 
the ^ma kind of 'falling do- 
miilo consequences has not 
been eliminated. For no ef¬ 
fective international means of 
preventing this kind of waj; 
has yet been organized-

It Is indeed between the. me¬ 
dium and smaller powers 
themselves that relatione are 
now most fluid and danger¬ 
ous. In this respect the situa¬ 
tion has greatly changed from 
that in the late 508 and early 
608 when the dominant inter¬ 
national concerns were the 
nuclear arms race and the an¬ 
ti-colonial revolution. 

Then Dag Hammarskjold’s 


concept of the United Nations' 
role in peacekeeping was 
baaed on a kind of mutual pro- 
t e e t i o n co-operative of 
smaller powen. 

Hammarskjold relied on the 
solidarity of the non-aligned 
AfroAaian nations expreosed 
through the UN cusembly, 
end the technical help of 
tome medium and smaller de¬ 
veloped countries, such os 
Swe^n and Canada, to steer 
a course between the super¬ 
powers. 

it it it 

But now that fear of nuclear 
war has receded and decolon¬ 
isation ia virtually over, the 
non-aligned and Alro-Aslan 
groups have lost their coher¬ 
ence. 

Indeed, their relatione are 
often characterised by Inter¬ 
necine strife, although tiiera 
ore atfll radal and eoonomio 
questions which divide the 
third world from the devel¬ 
oped countries. 

At the earns tima^ the 
smaller powers are apt to talk 
themselves and the United 
Nations Into impotfnee and ri¬ 
dicule by ignoring the power 
element In proposed interna¬ 
tional solutions. 

It is clear, for examiHe. 
that nothing effective can be 
done about soutiiem Africa 


without ^ support of the Un¬ 
ited States. Nor can the Mid- / 
die East be stabilized without ' 
the concurrence of both the 
United States and Russia.

The first step towards a big¬ 
ger say for the medium and 
smaller powers in the United 
Natiems lies in their taking a 
more active part in prevent¬ 
ing and settling their own con¬ 
flicts. 

It is dangerous for them to 
try to play one big power 


agalnet another or exeludt the 
big ones from any critical sit¬ 
uation entirely. 

Instead, the small should ba 
helping to devise a system in 
which the power of the great 
can be applied constructively 
as a framework of peace 
rather than in dangerous ri¬ 
valry. 

This atob hnpUei a readi- 
naas, which dqet not yet exist, 
on the part particularly of the 
more developed medium 
powers (such m Britain) to 
play a more active role as In¬ 
ternational agents of a war 
prevention and peace-keeping 
system around the world.

Jameson said lie agreed 
that large land holdings, par¬ 


ticularly those used for devel¬ 
opment and speculative pur¬ 
poses, ought to be disclosed. 

He would be pertectly will¬ 
ing to disclose hjs own land 
holdings, lie said. "I haven’t 
any." 

Such disclosure could prove 
beneficial to many politicians, 
he said, because "the more 
the electorate kncxw’t about a 
candidate, the more they’re 
likely to trust him," and the 
disclosure of land holdings 
would increase knowledge 
aliout a candidate. 

Neills said he felt that-not 
only land holdings ought to lie 
disclosed, but also all otlier 
major financial interests (►( 
candidates and jiollticlans, 
such as stocks and bonds. 

I^gal insistence on such 
dLscloaiires, he said, "would 
be toe easiest way of making 
sure everybody stayed 
honest” 


The public nas a right to 
know from what corporations ' 
politicians were making tlieir 
money, he said, so tl^pt even 
when tliere w as no direct con¬ 
flict of Interest, they would 
know wiien a politician miglit 
be influenced by'his own in¬ 
terests. 

Bruch said lliat in ins 19 
years in toe Legislature, he 
had ahvays found ixiliticians 
to be vei-y’ careful in declar¬ 
ing conflicts of interest w+ien 
bills came up in which,tliey 
were soiiiehiAV involved'.' They 
had always exempted* them¬ 
selves freni the vote on the 
issue, and he said he knew of 
no case where IJris rule had 
been disregarded.

MUNICH (AP) — Th* Inter* 
national Olynnpic Oommittee 
Tuesday aacrificed Rhodethi 

— and some of Its principles 

— to prevent a mass walkout 
by AMoan natione from the 
20th summer Games. 

Avery Brundage. losing per¬ 
haps hia final battle as pres¬ 
ident of the IOC, announced 
after a day of wrangling that 
the body had voted in favor of 
withdrawing the invitation to 
the former British colony. 

The voting was 36 in favor 
of Rhodesia’s withdrawal and 
31 against. There were three 
blank votes. 


The crusty S4-yeaix>ld 
Brundage last week had 
stormed: 

”Tho African demand is po¬ 
litical blackmail; we will not 
allow Olympic principles to be 
destroyed.*' 

Asked after the IOC vote if 
he felt that political pressures 
on the Olympics had beoorpe 
intolerable, Brundage 
snapped: 

'T agree." 

The decision was greeted 
with a mixture of disappoint¬ 
ment, disilhnionment and de* 
light, dependii^ on the view¬ 
point. 


Some Rhodesians cried. 
Bruoe Kennedy, a Rhodesian 
javelin thrower, had tears in 
^ds eyes when he said: ‘T 
can’t say I didn’t expect this. 
It is a disturbing situation." 

One of the eight black 
menrbers of the 4S4nan Rho¬ 
desian team, sprinter Artweil 
Mandaza, said that he felt he 
might have won a gold medal.

Jean- 
Oaude Ganga, saoretary- 
general of the Supreme Coun¬ 
cil for Sports in Afrioa./ssid 
as he hugged a Kenyan ath¬ 
lete. 

"Thii is a juat decision." 

The decision to toss out ^ 
Rhodesia on a passport tech¬ 
nicality instead of riaking the 
withdrawal of soma of the 
world’s most glamorous ath¬ 
letes came after several days 
of wrangling and political 
bickering and appearances of 
the opposing parties before 
the IOC. 


The Rhodesian team, 
eonitsting of 35 white athletes 
and eight blacks, was thrown 
out on the technicality that it 
was unable to produce paae- 
porta showing ^tiah citizen¬ 
ship. 

The Rhodesians entered 
West Germany with identity 
tags wt)ioh read "South Rho- 
desia-British aubjeots" and 
with the promise to accept the 
Britieh flag and Britiah an¬ 
them. 

These were specificatione 
agreed upon by the African 
nation! when, the IOC ap¬ 


proved Rhodesian partleSpa- 
on a year ago. 

The lOQ was caught off¬ 
guard when 12 nationa in tha 
African block plus Guyana 
threatened the weak befora 
the Garnet to pull out if Rho- 
deeia competed. 

The threat grew serious 
when a group of U.S. black 
athletea isau^, .a statement 
last Friday asserting: "We 
will stand united behind our 
black brothers." Cuba and 
Haiti joined the parade early 
Tuesday while the problem 
waa still being debated. 


Willy Bn^ chancellor of 
West Germany, urged IOC so¬ 
lution qf matter so bs not to 
aftoot Wsst Qefmany'e rela¬ 
tions with African countries, 
and ths United Nations eallsd 
attention to sanctions against 
ths whtte-dontroUed fonner 
British colony which declared 
its independence in 1965.

Bridth Columbia’s 135.400 resident hunters spent 1,143,000 
hunting and 139.3 million in the 1971-72 season -r on 
average expenditure of |290 a hunter, or 121.50 a day. 

But, aoeording to a study just completed by economic 
•onsuttanti Peter H. Pearse and Gary Bowden, hunters are 
grspaied to pay much more tor opportunides to hunt. 

Based on a poll which Indickted what hunters would have 
been willing to j>ay on a peiMlay basis for hunting opportuni¬ 
ties ter each species, the researchers placed the value of all 
hunting opportumties to resident hunters during the past 
season at $14.5 million, over and above the nearly $40 million 
they actually did spend. 

That $14.5 million is more than 10 times the amount hunt¬ 
ers actually paid for hunting licences and tags. 

The Pearse-Bow'den report indicates the existing value of 
hunting opportunities in British Columbia to be about $255 
million. 

Objeotive ot the report is to eetablieh the significance and 
set a value on the v^ildlife resource to be used and incorpo¬ 
rated into future natural resource management decisions 
under multiple use programs. 

“Too often, possible modifications to resource develop¬ 
ment plans which ^^xiuld have little direct cost and would 
prevent large losses in teims of wildlife and recreation val¬ 
ues, are overlooked because wildlife is assumed to be of little 
oi’ no value,” the report sajTi. 

It notes that a value needs to be set upon the wildlife 
resource so wildlife managers can get adequate financing for 
management responsibilities and for specific projects which 
enhance hunting opportunities 

“Of almost equal importance is the need to specif>' the 
value of land which serves as game habitat for comparison 
with the value fi-om otlier land uses.” says the report. 

“It is recreation. In terms of hunter-days, that must be 
evaluated, not the animals and birds themselves. VVitlioui 
game there would be no hunting, but the sport of hunting 
includes a great many more elements than making a kill.*’ 


Last season reswienr hunters spent 966,000 days in activH- 
tles associated with hunting, which means that for ^veiy two 
days of actual hunting time they spent another day in either 
preparatory or ancilliary activity. 

Between 50 and 60 per cent of resident hunters spent time 
exploring hunting territory and in shooting practice: about 25 
per cent spent time looking at and photographing game in 
natural settings; roughly five per cent spent time training 
dogs. 

Most resident hunters weia unsuccessful during the 
1970-71 season. About 60 pei- cent of those w’ho hunted deei 
failed to get one. Among hunters who were successful, mans 
spent far more per pound of meat than they would have fov 
prime beef 

“Clearly the hunt, the recreation e.\perience'. must be the 
most important reason that hunters go afield with a lesser 
but nevertheless compelling importance attached to the actu 
al kill.” says Pearse.

Measured by tiie number of hunter-days of recreation 
they suiqiKnrt, deer are by far the most important game 
•nimal in British Columbia. They , accounted’for more than 
$30,000 hunter-days, almost half of the total hunting in the 
province. 

Deer took up 66 pei cent of the hixiting time of Van* 
eouver Island residents, and Vancouver Island’s harvest of 
24.100 was more than double that of any other B.C game 
region. The Kamloops area s 11,000 harv^est was a poo se. - 
ond 

Deer hunters on Vancouver Island averaged belter than 
one deer a hunter. 'Fhey spent 243,000 hunter-day.s in quest of 
their game, nearly double the time oyvamloops hunters, who 
spent 130,000 hunter days seeking deer 

Vancouver Island’s 105.000 gi-ouse harvest ranked third 
behind the northern region w ith 164.000 gixiuse and Kamloops 
region with 135,000. 

The average Vancouver Jsland huntei spent 1,5.9 days in 
the field, surpassed only by Koetenay hunters, who spent 17.2 
days in quest of game

thtii’ hunting on the Island 

Moose are second to deei in the amount of recreation 
tune provided resident B.C. hunters, suppoiting 425.000 hunt¬ 
er days last season. 23 per cent of all hunting in the province. 

Asked what they thought would be the best way for* tlie 
government to improve the quality at hunting, the largest 
group of hunters (18 per cent) advocated, that doe deer and 
cow moose seasons be eliminated. Fourteen per cent felt that 
game management programs were inadequatly funded and 
that the government should devote mpre revenue to wildlife 
management.

Later, Isherwood said doc¬ 
tors must be m6re responsible 
in their use of hospitals. 
"Hospitals are built for every¬ 
one, not just for the doctors." 

He said he knew of cases 
where doctors had abused 
their hoepital privileges. "No 
one is sacrosanct," he said, 
and doctors must be subject 
to controls in hoepitals. 

Isherwood and Coneervative 
candidate Hugh Curtis disa¬ 
greed sharply over the useful¬ 
ness of the' Socred govern¬ 
ment's greenbeJit program. 

CurtU~sadd that while the

Repossessing is a busy^ 
risky business in many large 
cities. In Victoria-it’s a dirty 
word — seldom used, even 
more seldom done. 

A diapatdi from Los An¬ 
geles tells of one adventure 
experienced by a man named 
A1 Hartgraves. 

After spending an entire 
night in his truck looking for 
an old car he finally fouisl it, 


and wag about to hook on his 
tow-bar when a light went on 
in the house. A man ran out 
to Hartgraves. waving a .45 
automatic and threatening to 
shoot him. , 

“Either use it/or get out o^ 
my way.” Hartgraves shout¬ 
ed. “Don’t trj’ to talk me to 
death.” 

Tlie man hesitated a sec¬ 
ond, turned on his heels and 
left. Haitgraves hooked up 
the car and drove away. 


Hartgraves, who is bead of 
a North HotlAywood repossess¬ 
ing agency, agrees tiiat his 
bluff worked that night, but 
some (ton’t. 

✓ “l’wx> repbssessors were 
killed in Los Angeles last 
year,” he says. 

Repossession is a legal 
process by which a vendoj- 
may regain an article on 
which the buyer has fallen far 
behind in payments. 'Tlie 
practice, when applied, usual- 


!>• inve^es automobiles or 
large appliances, purchase of 
which in turn Involves sub¬ 
stantial sums and fair-sized 
pajmibnts. 

In the biggei’ cities the 
practice is often so common 
that used-car lote may be 
found under the name Repo 
Dejjl. 

Not so in Victoria. 

A check with insurance ad¬ 
justers, fin^ce companies 


and banks produced a virtual 
clK>rus of “Not here!” 

A mimber of reasons were 
given. For one thing it almost 
never becomes necessary in 
this area tp take such drastic 
steps. Which speaks well for. 
local purchase-and-iMiymenti' 
habits. ” 

For another. reEpossession i% 
almost tovariabb^ a creator of 
ill-will, and business and fi¬ 
nancing fim» in this area 


seemingly go all out to avoid 
that. 

“If someone is having trou¬ 
ble w’ith payments,” said a fi^ 
nance company spokesman 
who preferred to be anony¬ 
mous, “we have a talk with 
them. Nine times put of 10 at 
least we’re able to come 
with a solution both fbr^theni 
and for us.” 

Again, repossession mean.s 
a financial loss to the vendor, 


If a car, for instance, were ao 
reclaimed it could only be re¬ 
sold at a considerably lower 
price, and the gap between 
could never be filled. 

How different is the picture 
in, say, Los Angeles, where A1 
Hartgraves' company 
operates. 

His firm get about 125^ as¬ 
signments a nkmth, mainly 
from other states. He says! his 
success rate is 75 per cent.*

WASHINGTON - Alene 
Bertha Duerk, a great be¬ 
liever in equality of the sexes, 
has been fighting a quiet but 
firm battle almost unique in 
today’s movement. 

Most of the btoeficiariea 
have been men. 

The na\y’s first woman ad- 
miral and the director of its 
- ’ 2.500 nurses has Been working 
for several yeaw^to erase the 
cialties when Adm. Duerk 
joined the navy almost 30 
‘ years a^p, although today 


most fields have opened up 
inequities suffered by male 
i^urses in the military. 

“Our male nurses have had 
a hard struggle to be able to 
work in the same areas as 
women nurses,” she said. “It 
really hasn’t been because of 
the military. It’s been be¬ 
cause the general public could 
not accept the idea of male 
nurses for a long time.” 

They had been limited to 
only two or three medical spe- 
for them. “Used to be they 
could only work in the psychi-

atry or urology units,” sho 
said. ’’Now, men are working 
in every area except obste¬ 
trics and direct care of mili¬ 
tary dependents. They are in 
the operating room,'in anes¬ 
thesia, medical wards and 
surgical wards. I have men in 
hospital corps school and on 
recruiting duty.” 

. As recently as five years 
ago. she said, diey made up 
only one per cent of the nurse 
corps. “Today we have about 
200 male nurses, about 2.4 per 
cent,” she said. “I’ve pushed 
for this for the past two years 
and "'it's been a natural 
progress i(H). The time is right. 
We’ve talked the public into 
accepting the idea.” 

But Adm. Duerk is not igr 
noring the rights of navy> 
women in her quest for fair 
treatment for men. 

“Several of the inequities 
have been removed, and the 
department of defence is 
working very hafd' to elimi¬ 
nate the others,’’ she said. 

She named as one achieve¬ 
ment the military's relaxation 
of automatic dismissal for 
women in the-service who be¬ 
come pregn§ht. 

“Before January^ 1971, if a 
woman became pregnant — 
single dr married — she had 
tT leave within two weeks,” 
she said. “Today, if a woman 
wants to stay in the service.

she makes a request to the 
chief of navy personnel. Her 
case is reviewed and a deci¬ 
sion is made on the basis of 
her past performance in the 


service and the provisions she 
has made for the care of her 
child. We have to be con¬ 
cerned about both the mother 
and the child.” 


As for other military bene¬ 
fits, she said, they are almoat 
identical for men and women, 
with only one exception. 

“Single male and single fe- 
' male officers receive the 
Same tax-free housing allow- 
^ance,” she said. “Both single 
and parried officers, male 
and female, receive the same 
tax-lree food allowance ~ 
$47.88 a month. I get the'same 
medical benefits s-s any other 
male officer, and the same 
moving aUnwance. The prob¬ 
lem comes with on-tbe-base 
housing. If a male officer 
wants free housing on the 
base, he gets It. If a female 
officer is married to a civil¬ 
ian! she cannot get it — it’s 
always done through the male 
officer.” , 

There are four different 
bills, before Congress, she 
said, that would erase this 
discrimination. “The military 
recognizes the problem and is 
trying to do something about 
if,” she said. 

The 52-year-old gray-haired 
admiral, who defies the ste- 
reotypa of a regimented of¬ 
ficer with animation and a 
relaxed good humor, joined 
the navy in 1943 at the height 
of the Second World War. “I 
really went into it for very pa¬ 
triotic reasons,” she 8ai<L_''If 
you weren’t doing something 
for your country at that time. 


you f^t like you weren't doing 
your job.” 

She had been working be¬ 
fore the war as an “industri¬ 
al’’ nurse in a large Toledo, 
Ohio, department store with 
300 employees. “It was new 
and interesting, but all my 
friends were getting into the 
military and it seemed to be 
the right thing to do,” she 
said. 

The nursing profession had 
been almost predetermined 
for her. “I can’t even re¬ 
member when I decided to 
become a nurse,” she said. 
“It was something I always 
wanted to do. My father be¬ 
came ill With tuberculosis 
when I was about three or 
four and he was in and out of 
hospitals. It was an early ex¬ 
posure to illness for me, and I 
guess because of it, I didn’t 
acquire the fear that most 
children have for disease.” 

She is convinced that the 
navy nurse corps has more tb 
offer than a civilian nursing 
career, Includihg salary, a 
range of specialties and* 


oholce overseas assignment*. 
“You could work almost any¬ 
where,” she said. “We hgve 
hoapkahi all over the world. 
Civilian nurses can’t pick and 
choose — they would be limit¬ 
ed by language barriers and 
other things. But our overseas 
hospitals are American hospi¬ 
tals and run by Americans. 
Th)se barriers wouldn’t be 
there for navy nurses.” 

Salaries for military nurses 
are greater over the years of 
service than those of civilian 
nurses, she said. A general 
duty rtavy nurse earns $158.64 
a week, compared with a ci¬ 
vilian nurse’s $141. (Informa¬ 
tion about civilian nurses, she 
said, was taken from th# 
1970-71 edition of Facts About 
Nursing.) Th^ incorqe dif¬ 
ferences grow even wider as 
experience accumulatee. she 
said. . 

- “The director of nursing (a 
captain or commander in 
rank) earns $431 a week, com¬ 
pared with a civilian’s $198,” 
she said. "As I said, I’m con¬ 
vinced the navy offers more.”

Stress Can Be Enjoyable 


MONTREAL (CP) — Relief 
from the strains of city living 
lies not in shorter working 
hours and more leisure time 
but in taking on stress with 
enjoyment, says Dr. Hans 
Selye, director of the Univer¬ 
sity of Montreal’s Institute of 
M^icine and Experimental 
Surgery.

from boredom and lack of ac¬ 
tivity as they do from concen¬ 
trating energy on something 
from which they derive no 
satisfaction,” he said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“Man is made to work, to 
do something that makes de¬ 
mands on him,” Dr. Selye 
said. “With the decline of so 
many other values such as 
religion and nothing new to 
replace them, work is ohe of 
the few areas where man can 
find a sense of worth and en¬ 
joyment.” 

But too often work is a 
source of frustration and inse- 
curfty, just something else to 
put up with like traffic con¬ 
gestion, pollution and vio¬ 
lence. 

The root of this frustration 
Is the depersonalization of the 
individual and the loss of 
pride in individual ac¬ 
complishment. 

“Sure, we’re technologically

more efficient but In the 
process we have lost personal 
contact,” Dr. Selye said. 
“What’s the good of the end 
product — efficiency if ev¬ 
eryone’s unhappy? 

“I don^t know my student 
any more. With audio-visual 
aids and bigger classes today, 
students are only faces 
•whereas when I started teach¬ 
ing I knew everyone by 
name.” 

Kfficiency in industry also 
took its toll. 

“Formerly a craftsman 
would make a table from be¬ 
ginning to end and get a great 
deal of satisfaction.” Eh*. 
Selye said. “Today, one per¬ 
son makes the legs, another 
the top and -sUll' another 
paints so that no one person 
has made the article and no 
one is gratified.” 

Dr. Selye said the most im¬ 
portant thing is to avoid the 
I dulling monotony of such jobs 
and to determine what you re¬ 
ally want to do. 

' "Too many people blindly 
accept status symboLs such as 
owning a car and put up with 
a job they probably don’t re¬ 
ally want to do to gain them. 


They may get the car but also 
years of pent-up tensidn and 
no real feeling of accomplish¬ 
ment.” 

Dr. Sdye said people should 
do what is natural to them 
and carefully choose an oud^t 
for whatever creative talents 
they have. 

“There’s .just as much satis¬ 
faction in being a brick-layer 
and building walls well as 
there is in being a scientist,” 
he said. “Everyboffy. no mat¬ 
ter how low he may be in the 
scale of mental development, 
baa something to give, some¬ 
thing that he wants to 
express, some valve for let¬ 
ting off his steam.” 

The key at every level was 
to know your own limits and 
not create mental obstacles 
on which you would only 
waste energy. 

“You can’t cheat yourself 
by doing less than yoii are 
capable of.” Dr. Selye said. 
“But you al.sq can’t take on 
more than you can handle 
with satisfaction because you 
think society or someone else 
expeiLs this of you.. 

“rv> what you think Is 
worthwhile that i* enough.”

The survey, made by author 
Murray Teigh Bloom, showed 
that two of every three wives 
were liwccurate in estimating 
their husband's take-home 
pay. and half the husbands 
failed miserbly at estimating 
the real cost of feeding and 
clothing their families. 

One question on w’hich all 
respondents were in accord 
was: “Do you ever quarrel 
about money?’’ They all an¬ 
swered yes. 

The key to the confusion 
over money' matters, the 
study showed, was a disturb¬ 
ing lack of communication be¬ 


tween marriage partners 
when the subject of money 
w-as brought up. However 
onre^ nrmiples began to ex¬ 
change real financijil informa¬ 
tion. an accomnuxlation of at- 
litude.s often resulted and the 
man and wife oftcn'devek>ped 
“money sense'.’’ 

The article made these rec¬ 
ommendations for those who 
find themselves at odd.* over 
money problems: 

First, talk, don’t argue, 
about money so that everyone 
has his or her facts straight. 

Second, let the partner 
with the “money sense” 
the one to whom money prob¬ 
lems are most easily handled 
run the financial show. 

Third, if there is a domi¬ 
nant partner ip the marriage, 
he or she .should handle the 
money only if money matters 
come more ’ eiLsily to that 
partner.

Forgotten Pansy 


Tht iRiQr gardiMr, iMking loti of 
color In hif girdon wHti tte leoit poiii- 
bl« iKpiiidtturo ol •ffort. If alwi^ on 
tht htiit lor iiltnti wUoh will rtmain in 
bloom fat a yny lone ptiiod of timt. 
Quttt oftm. though. In ttarohlng for 
Iuoh hlgh-dividend-paylitf planti among 
the glamoroua new hynildi, ht over- 
looki aonia o( Bit homdy. old-teAlontd 
•ubjtoti right undtr hii noM. to to 
•peak. lAt ptottei, lor taamplt. 

Ftw of our gardtn lubjtots remain 
In bloom over a longer period of time 
then the hwnUe HetiR’t Bom, to pi¬ 
quancy marietd and ao eweetly per< 
fumed. And few are so appealing, espe¬ 
cially when used aa a dainty edging 
around a bed or taller flowers, or as a 
ground cover fbr bulbe or roses, or in 
planters and window boxes. ^ 

★ ★ ♦ 

I imagine moat home gardeners buy 
their pansy plants from the garden 
shops and centres In the spring, but 
there is a lot to said for ndaing your 
own from seed, from a fall sowing in a 
sheltered outdoor seed bed or In an 
open coldframe. You can choose the su¬ 
perior varieties, strains and mixtures, 
or you can grow specific colors to suit 
your particular purpose, for unlike 
many plants grown from seed, pansies 
come reasonably true to type. 


For the biggeit fkiweri in widely 
mixed colors, buy eeede of Oregon 
QIanli. Jumbo MIxtiaw or Bfsple Leef 
Hybrids, aa these give tremendous 
blooms, some of thsm aknoirt the slae of 
a saucer. For clarity and purity of 
coloring and form, with reasonably 
large blooms, my favorites ere the 
Sw^ Giants, pex^eidaiiy those bearing 
the name of Gustaf RoggU, l^t- 
aerland's most celebrated breeder of 
fine pansies. 

it it it 

While there is greet fun in growing 
mixtures, and an exhilarating element 
of chance, wondering what special 
beauties will turn up from your mixed 
bag of seeds, it Is often desirable to buy 
named varietiee, in specific oolora, to 
fit in with some planned color scheme 
in the garden. Dome of the best, which 
can be counted on to come true to type 
and color, are the following; 

Ullswater is a dllly in a oleer, rich, 
medium blue with blue-black blotches. 
Alpenglow produoN a velvety-textured 
flower in a glowing garnet shade set off 
^th darker blotches. Ooronatdon Gold 
18 a particulaly fine yellow, rich and 
dear and • without blotches, especially 
useful as a bright border edging. Pay 
Dirt is another good yellow, with bigger 
blooms than Coronation Gold but with 


the dark pencilled rays which produce 
the charaeterlstlo rtnsy *Yacee’* so be¬ 
loved of children. 

Raspberry Rose is a <fe«P pk* wMflh 
always attracts attentkxi because of the 
purity of Ms coloring, while Blumiseip 

— Flower of the Alpi — is a slightly, 
lighter shade of pink. 

King of the Blacks Is sn extraordi¬ 
nary flower, quite large, and looking as 
if Its petals had been out out of a piece 
of black velvet It haa a glowing yellow 
•pot in the centre, and In my plants, a 
slight purplish tinge to the lower petals. 
If you like black flowers, I can recom¬ 
mend also the violas Black Imp and Lit¬ 
tle Black DeviL You may have to search 
around a bit for some of these varieties 

— it W unlikely that any one seedsman 
will stock them all. A good source fbr 
hard-to-get kinds is Harrold’s Pansy 
Farm, Grant's Pass, Oregon. 


The garden books will often direct 
that pansies be grown in shade, but 
these recommendations are for other, 
hotter parts of the country. In our cli¬ 
mate, and in most years, I have had 
better results growing them in full sun, 
but with their beds liberally enriched 
with leafmound to retain summer mois¬ 
ture.

Ugulaps Pick Leader 


WASHINGTON — Herewith 
is another chapter in that 
classic work of anthropology, 
Strange Sex Rites Anx^ the 
Ugulap Savages. 

Unfortunately, thii chapter 
deals not with sex, but with 
the weird custome of these 
primitive people when it 
comes to choosing a leader.

As In nwmy backward cul¬ 
tures,' the Ugulapa chose their 
leader thxpugh trial by ordeal. 

The ordeal is held once 
•very four yeesv. What distin¬ 
guishes it from those of other 
•tone-age societies is Hi inter¬ 
minable length. For it begins 
before the vernal equkwx end 
oitiy culminates a full 10 
months later on the day after 
the fltst new moon in No¬ 
vember. 

By a process etin not fully 
understo^ by anthropol¬ 
ogists, two candidates for 
tribal leader are selected. One 
is usually the old leader who. 
though he has already proved 
himself in the last trial by or¬ 
deal. must undergo the ex¬ 
hausting test all over again. 
Moreover, he is required to 


say he is looking forward to it 
with pleasure. 

'Die ordeal then begins. 
Each candidate must run 
around in circles tor 20 hours 
a day, touching as many 
other natives as he can. Ap¬ 
parently these superstitious 
savages believe e candidate 
magically acquires power 
from touching his fellows. For 
the more natives he touches, 
the more his prestige grows. 

He is followed everywhere 
by dozens of fanatical devo- 
teee, all banging drums, 
clanjKlng cymbals and chant¬ 
ing meaningless slogans such 
•8, '"Two Papayas In Every 
Pot,’* “Big Deal!” and, inevi¬ 
tably, “Pross and Peace- 
perityT* This noisy procession 
appears designed to ward off 
evil spirits. 

★ ★ ★ 

While running around in cir¬ 
cles tests the candidate's leg 
muscles, exotic food eating 
tests his constitution. He must 
pause daily to imbide the 
strangest concoctions the sav¬ 
ages can prepare. 

And woe betide the can¬ 
didate who, after forcing 


down a handful of burned 
toad livers, doesn't smile and 
declare burned toad livers the 
most delicious dish that ever 
passed his lips. 

• PJven the candidate's eye¬ 
brow muscles are subjected to 
the gruelling requirements of 
the ordeal. Several times each 
day, he must pause to stare 
sincerely into a circle of glass 
supported by two sticks. The 
sincerity of his expression 
while glass eye staring is 
carefully judged by all the 
other natives and seemingly 
carries great weight. 

★ ★ ★ 

Meanwhile, his lung power 
Is evaluated through the or¬ 
deal of promise making. Ten 
times a day. each candidate 
must stand on a rock and vie 
with the other in making 
promises — such as, “I prom¬ 
ise a full moon every night.“ 
or I pn)mi8e it will rain 
<^icken soup.’’ 

One would think the old 
leader would be handluffpped 
by the nonsensical, unkcepa- 
ble promises he made in the 
last ordeal. But obviously 
these primitive savages are 


awed solely by the grandure 
of the promises. None ere ex¬ 
pected to be kept. 

At last, Selection Day 
dawns. After 10 months of 
noise and clamor, the natives 
have come, of course, to 
loathe both candidates. So the 
two are tied to poets in the 
village clearing. Each native 
picks up a rock (“one man, 
one rock’’ Is the rule) and 
heaves it at the head of the 
candidate he loathes most. 
The survivor is declared trib¬ 
al leader. 

★ ★ 

From all tl^ one sees im¬ 
mediately that the Ugulain 
have been led for untold gen¬ 
erations by those with the 
strongest legs, stomachs, eye¬ 
brows, lungs and the thickest 
skulls. It is little wemder the 
tribe has remained in the 
•tone age. 

Bgt help is on the w-ay. 
Even now a team of Peace 
Corps volunteers is preparing 
to go among tlie Ugulaps, 
teach these primitive savages 
modern political theory, and 
thus bring them the blessings 
of democracy.

HOLLYWOOD — A real television coup occurred the 
other day when Jim Arness interrupted an Alaskan vactation 
to fly in and tape a segment with John Wayne for Zenith 
Presents a Salute to Television’s 25th Anniversary. It airs 
Sept. 10 over ABC-TV. Arness, other than (junsmoke, never 
makes TV appearances — or any other kind, but he did this 
one for the guy who made him a multimillionaire. First off, 
back In those early days the giant Arness couldn't get work 
in movies unless he would work standing in an open trench. 
Then Wayne put him under contract to Batjac productions 
and starred him in a Wayne movie called Big Jim McLain. It 
proved that Arness could act standing on solid ground. 

About this time, (TBS-TV wanted to put the famed radio 
serial Gunsmoke on TV. Howard Mellon, ttien vice president 
of CBS west coast operations, pleaded Wayne to play 
Marshal Matt Dillon. 

“Forget it.’* sad Wayne. “I’m strictly a movie personali¬ 
ty, but I’ve got a kid under contract who’s your Matt Dillon.’’ 
When Wayne said; “Jim Arness,’’ Meighan gave him the 
Sonny TnfU routine; “JIM ARNESS?”

Now that the summer and 
travel resort business is at its 
height, I wonder that the 
various consumer watchdogs 
haven’t taken after those 
splashy, glamorous ads by 
which so many hotels and re¬ 
sorts entica the unwary tra¬ 
veller. ► 

I have been stung myself 
many times in the past, and 
have learned to approach 
these glossy brochures with 
the utmost of circumspection, 
not to say skepticism. 

I remember once going to a 
hideously expensive retreat 
that included two tennis 
courts among its juicy facili¬ 
ties. 

★ ★ ★ 

Well, sir, those two courts 
must have been built arouixl 
the time of the Boer War, and 


allowed progressively to dete¬ 
riorate since then. 

The grass growing in the 
cracks might make croquet 
possible, but tennis never. 

★ ★ ★ 

I saw then why they had 
photographed the place from 
the air — and the higher the 
better, to conceal the poverty 
of the terrain. 

A New York travel consul¬ 
tant, recently advising busi¬ 
ness groups on planning (or 
conventions, mentioned that 
in the Sunday New York 
Times travel and resort sec- ‘ 
tion, I6 Florida and C!:arlbbean 
resort hotels boasted of their 
“Olympic” pools. 

An official Olympic pool, he 
pointed out, is 50 metres long, 
or 15 feet wider than a foot¬ 
ball field. 

”I cannot recall,” he said 
from wide experience, “hav¬ 


ing encountered such a Brolxl- 
ingnagian ptx)! at any resort 
hotel I have ever visited. 

“It would appear that to 
writers of hotel promotion 
copy, an Olympic pool is any 
body of water larger than a 
bathtub or smaller than the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

He went on to caution about 
tile familiar ^'championship” 
golf courses so liberally ad¬ 
vertised. 

In a list of “America’s 100 
greatest tests of golf” com¬ 
piled by Golf Digest, only two 
courses belonged to resort 
hotels. And there is no official 
designation of “cham¬ 
pionship” courses. 

★ ★ ★ ' 

As for the fcxxl at these 
places, convention planners 
were cautioned to pay little 
attention to such hyperboles 


as "internationally acclaimed 
chefs and other mythical 
characters.” 

In that same edition of the 
Times 37 hotels used the word 
“gourmet” to describe their 
dining facilities, and almoet 
all the others used “epicure¬ 
an” or “haute cuisine.” 

★ ★ ★ 

On the other hand, the New 
York Times guide to dining 
out in New York, which is 
honest and reliable, gave Its 
highest (four-star)) rating to 
only seven restaurants, none 
of wiiich is operated by a 
hotel. 

If New York can’t come up 
with even one “gourmet” 
hotel dining facility, we’re 
warned not to take the claims 
of those resorts too seriou.sly. 

'The credibility gap here is 
somewhat wider than an 
Olympic pool.

and are taking close to the sur¬ 
face. Grilse were a plague io 
anglers who had to keep 
checking their lines and re-, 
leasing them before they 
dragged them too long and 
drowned them.

Current methodi of peychla- 
trks treetment are bated on 
theorlei at least a century old 
and, aa a result, are responsi¬ 
ble for a gross misuse pub- 
Me funds, an officer of the Can¬ 
adian Schibophrenta Founda¬ 
tion said her Tuesday night. 

I. J. Kahan of Regina, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the volun¬ 
tary group, made the aliega- 
tkm during a talk to about 200 
persons sponsored by the 
local branch of the CSF in the 
University of Victoria’s Elliot 
BuQdlng. 

He told the crowd that the 
CSF Is satisfied with proof 
provided by biochemists such 
as Dr./Linus Pauling and Dr. 
Abram' Hoffer that many so- 
called mental "diseases” are 
the result of chemical defects 
that can be corrected by 
proper and adequate nutri¬ 
tion. 

The CSF was founded in 
Saskatchewan, where Hoffer, 
who has a doctorate in bio¬ 
chemistry as well as his med¬ 
ical degree, did his first work. 
Hoffer now teaches medicine 
at the University of Saskat¬ 
chewan, Saskatoon. 

Hoffer’s results have been 
cited in articles by scientists 
^of such eminence as Pauling, 
who was the first person to 
use the eiopression “orthomo¬ 
lecular psychiatry" which 
was the title of one of his con¬ 
tributions to the journal 
Science. 

Kahan was one of the 
members of the original 
Hoffer research group. A so¬ 
cial worker, he spent three 
years evaluating the results of 
megavitamln therapy on 300 
patients. 

"We get hundreds of letters 
from people across Canada 
who tell Hs how psychiatrists 
have blamed the mother for 
giving the child too much love 
or too little love, for exam¬ 
ple," Kahan said. "This is a 
most harmful treatment, be-

cause it makes the mother 
guiH-ridden." 

"The practice o# blaming a 
parent should be discontinued 
ur^ess there is evidence sup¬ 
porting it." said Kahan. "If 
anyone can give me any evi¬ 
dence that a mother has 
caused schizof^irenia. or that 
*>clety’i pressures cause it, 
Idease give me that evi¬ 
dence." 

Kahan quoted the weU 
known U.S. psychiatrist Dr. 
Bernard Rlmland as saying 
the psychogenic hypothesis 
held by most of his colleagues 
"is no more than a myth.” 

Despite aU the years tradi¬ 
tional psychotherapy has been 
used, patients are being read¬ 
mitted to mental hospitals at 
the same rates as ever. Many 
of those who are not readmit¬ 
ted are instead being kept 
"half alive" on tranquilizers 
and sedatives^ 

Kahan exptoined that the 
first experiments in megavi- 
tam therapy — that is. the 
use of large doses of certain 
vitamins — occurred in Sas¬ 
katchewan nearty 20 years 
ago.’ Despite what some "es- 
tablishment" doctors say, the 
results have been duplicated, 
thus proving the effectiveness 
of those supplements, he said. 

He said one gnoi^ of ail¬ 
ments that can be corrected 
with such vitamins is called- 
subclinical . pellagra. A child 
may sec a "3” as an "8" let¬ 
ters may be upeide down and 
he may have nightmares. 

Most of these children are 
funnelled into classes for 
youngsters with learning dis¬ 
orders. However, said Kahan, 
If their doctors asked the ap¬ 
propriate questions and used 
megavltamdns. they could re¬ 
cover within two or three 
weeks. 

There is also a groiq> of 
illnesses described as phobias 
and neuroses that are often 
caused by hypoglycemia and 
instead can be diagnosed with 
a glucose tolerance test. How¬ 
ever, traditicMially psychia¬ 
trists label thooe persons neu¬ 
rotics and put thetm on tran¬ 
quilizers. 

Kahan claimed that more 


than 75 per cent of persons 
diagnosed as schizophrenics 
in fact suffer hy|>qg|ycemia. 

He said schiaophrenia is 
caused by the accumulation of 
toxic metaboUe products and 
this has been demonstrated 
by administering such toxins 
to persons who were clearly 
not schizophrenic. 

For example. Kahan him¬ 
self took part In one of those 
experiments, taking a quan¬ 
tity of adrenaleutin, one of the 
substances causing the men¬ 
tal disorder. He was paranoid 
for a week, the length of time 
the stuff was in his sytem. 

"My paranoia was not my 
mother’s fault or. my father’s 
fault," he said. 

He said megavitamins have 
a cure rate of about 80 per 
cent. In contrast, traditional 
psychotherapy cures only 
about one-thtrd of diagnosed 
schizophrenics. The others 
are eigher re-admitted to hos¬ 


pital or require constant su¬ 
pervision. 

"So you can sm that hospi¬ 
tals as they exist today are 
not doing eery much." 

He also said a recent study 
stated there were one million 
children in Canada with se¬ 
vere learning disorders and 
the "tragic sequel Is that ‘es¬ 
tablishment* psychiatry and 
psychology Is not giving them 
effective treatment.’*' 

Kahan also told how Saskat¬ 
chewan researchers have 
used LSD In the treatment of 
alcoholism. The drug Is useful 
in 10 to 20 per cent of cases, 
he said, while other alcoholics 
respond to modified diets and 
counselling. 

"I think LSD still has an 
important place In medicine 
and can be very useful. Many 
of the young people taking 
drugs — LSD, marijuana and 
so on — do so because they 
are sick, because they have 
one of what we call the ortho¬ 
molecular disorders."

(AP) — The Russians 
hinted Tu^day at a plot 
by Bobby F i s c h e r’s 
American supporters to 
sabotage Boris Spassky’s 
chess game with “some 
electronic devices _janiL 
chemical substance” in 
the playing hall. , 


They issued a bristling 
itatement charging curious 
goii^-on as the Soviet cham¬ 
pion and the challenger from 
Brooklyn played through 40 
moves to an adjoumament of 
the 17th game in their world 
chess title match. 


Spassky launched a vigor¬ 
ous attack dn Tuesday’s play, 
desperately needing a win 
when play resumes today to^ 
whittle Fischer’s S^4-6^ mar¬ 
gin as the 24-gtme match 
enters its final st^e. As the 
Soviet news agency Tass put 
it, “Spassky’s daring tactics 
are naturally explained by the 
fact that his position in the 
match entered a critical stage 


Spassky’s sec<Mid, Efim 
Geller, said the Russian camp 
had received letters suggest¬ 
ing that electronic and chemi¬ 
cal means were being used to 
influence Spassl^. He asked 
the match sponsors to have 
fompetent experts examine 
the hall.and “the things in it” 
to see if anything was wrong. 


Geller said the champdon’s 
failure to play up to his usual 
standard and American visits 
to the playing hall at night, 
appear^ to point to “such 
seenni^ly fantastic supposi¬ 
tions” as the letters suggest¬ 
ed. 


Ha said he had known 
Spassky for years and “it is 
the first time that I observe 
such unu^al slackening of 
t oncentratron and display of 
impulsiveness in his playing 


Geller said he could not ac- 
cfHint for this by “e.^lusiveiy 
impressive pla^g” on 
Hscher’s part. He said the 
American had made technical 
mistakes and sometimes ‘^did 
not gi’asp the position.” 


The Russian second, him- 
■elf an international grand¬ 
master, expressed suspicion 
of Fischer’s insistence on his 
nwn, chair — althou^ both 
chairs are identical — and of . 
the special lining Installed 
above the stage at Fischer’s 
demand. 


He added that Fischer’s re- 
fual to sallow filming and his 
repeated demands to play in 
private could indicate anxious 
av'ersion to “the constant ob- 
'lective control over the be¬ 
havior and physical state of 
tiie participants.” 


'Phe Russians furtlier con¬ 
tended that Fischer's tem- 
l)eramental behaVior was “de¬ 
liberately aimed at exercising 
pi’essure on the opponent, un¬ 
balancing him and making 
him lose his fighting spirit,” 


Fred Cramer, an aide to the 
29-year-old challenger, oalled 
the Soviet suggestions “gar¬ 
bage.’’ an attempt to justify 
Spassky’s three-point deficit 
in the match. Fischer needs 
but three more points to vvin 
the crown, which has 
_.Soviet hands since 1948. 


Fischer ttireatened earlier 
Tuesday to quit the match be¬ 
cause of spectator noise in the 
hall. To placate him. the Ice- 
la n d i c Chess Federation 
agreed to move out the fii’st 
five rows of seats in the mid¬ 
dle section of the auditorium. 


Fischer went into the 17th 
game leading 9‘2-6*-2 over 
Spassky. A win counts for one 
point and a draw a lialf point.

‘Few Issues’ 
Say Experts 


Cowichan^s Crisis Centre

This is a provincial eleo- 
tion without any real issues 
and so the key consideration 
must be the mood of the 
voters/* Myn University of 
Victoria political science 
Prof, Swainson. 

The UVlc political science 
department hasn’t been nin- 
ning any formal studies on thn 
Aug. 30 imovincial electicHi but 
Swainson and his colleague 
Norman Rqff have been fol^ 
lowing the campaign closely. 

Ruff pointed out during an 
Inteniew that his views were 
colored by tlie fact that bis 
wife Kathleen was running in 
Victoria for the NDP but both 
men said they were able to 
take a detached view of the 
campaign. 

Swainson said there was no 
indication that there were any 
issues to spark public debate 
and in this light it is difficult 
to assess any trends in public 
opinion. 

“This is ttie time when it’s 
particularly diffkjult for politi¬ 
cal scientists to come up with 
ideas and probably the lfu»t 
thii^ we should be doing is 
talking things over with news¬ 
papermen because we have 
botti been proven wiwig so 
often in the past/* said Swain¬ 
son. 

He feels the arrival of two 
new leaders on the provincial 
scene, David Anderson for the

Liberals and Demi Warren 
for the Conservatives, could 
produce some changes but 
even this factor is an un¬ 
known quantity. 


Swainson pointed out that 
the old line parties have had 
serious trouUe finding suit¬ 
able candidates since the Bei»- 
nett government came to 
power in 1952. 

“The mid-50s were a terri¬ 
ble time for the Liberals and 
Ocmservatives,’* said Swain¬ 


son, “and Davie Fulton was 
unable to do much for tbs 
Conservatives in 1963.’’ 

Fulton managed to garner 
a scant 10 per cent of the pop¬ 
ular vote but didn’t get elect¬ 
ed, nor did he manage to elect 
a single Tory candidate. 

Swainson feels Warren and 
Anderson have been able to 
ffet bettor slates of earnmcTates ' 
than either party has been 
able to muster in almost 20 
years. 

He cites the number who 
have some political e.xperi- 
ence at ttie municipal level 
and this is an area from 
which lx)th the Tories and 
Liberals drew in their more 
successful days. 

'The Liberals, CJonservatives 
and the NDP are ccMisidered, 
by the experts, to be fighting 
the election of 1975 rather 
than the currwit election. 

“I find this particularly in¬ 
teresting,’’ said Swainson, 
“for it will be exciting; to see 
if the voters are prepared to 
•play on tliis time scale.’’ 

The Liberal party’s percent¬ 
age of the popular vx»te has 
been on the decline, w'hile 
those of the NDP and the 
Socreds have been climbing. 

'The Socreds can claim 
about 50 per cent and the 
NDP about 30 per cent of the 
vote but the key factor here is 
that, according to Swainson 
and Ruff, the NDP vote is 
steady.

DUNCAN — 'Tha Cowichan 
Crisis Centre has proved its 
worth many times since it 
(began operations May -15. 
Wito a staff of 10 young peo¬ 
ple wiiose w'ages are paid for 
by an Opportunity for Youth 
grant and 75 volunteers who 
man the {hones, the centre 
has dealth with many emer^ 
gencies. 

During the period from May 
25 to July 11, 77.calls were 
received and the number in¬ 
creased sharv^y to 179 calls 
from Jujy 12 until Aug. 8. 
Some of the problems the ans*^ 
w’ering volunteers had to deal 
with included marriage and 
family; drugs; general infor¬ 
mation; medical; legal; alco- 
iiol and many other subjects. 

Until July 11, the crisis 
centre handled two suicide 
calls and during tiie later 
half, eight persons, threaten¬ 
ing to commit suicide, phoned 
the centre. One of the senior 
executive officers at the 
centre, George Rachlin, who 
also acts as youtii leader, said 
that about one third of ell the 
emergency calls are being re¬ 
ferred to other agencies that 
include the mental health 
centre, family counselling ser¬ 
vice, welfare and the RCMP. 

Rachlin said he and crisis

For 24 hours every day the 
Cowichan Crisis Centre serves 
tlie area between Mill 
and Oiemainus and from 
Shawnigan Lake to the com¬ 
munities at Cowichan Lake.

Evidence given earlier in¬ 
dicated Rafferty had picked 
up the girl hitch-hiker In his 
car and had taken her to a 


secluded siwt in Royston last 
month, where the offence oc¬ 
curred. 

Defence counsel noted that 
a jraychiatrist had recom¬ 
mended that Rafferty be put 
under a “kxig i)eriod of eur 
velllance’’ in a treatment 
centre and said he took issue 
with Copley’s recommen¬ 
dation that the offender re¬ 
ceive a {leriod of incarcer¬ 
ation and probation. 

’’The punitive element 
seems u{)i>ermost in his 
mind,’’ Reddin said of the 
probation officer. 

Reddin tG4d tlie court his 


client w'a.s aware of the 
sedpusness of the offence and 
tlm he had begun psychatric 
treatment wo weeks before it 
took place. “There’s no need 
to demonstrate his behaviour 
was serious and unaccepta¬ 
ble.’’ 


Reddin said that “first and 
foremost,’’ the court should 
bear in mind it was Rnffert>-’s 
first offence and that “he’s 
not a dangerous person. He 
has no record of violence and 
his aim is nol sexual inter- 


“Ito IS a sick man. of that 


there can be little doubt,’* 
counsel claimed. 

He told Ryland the girl in¬ 
volved in the case had ap)- 
parently been “well-endowed” 
because Rafferty thought she 
was considerably older than 
14 years, “she wasn’t' at¬ 
tacked, molested or harmed,” 
Reddin said. 

He added Rafferty had al¬ 
ready been punished by “ex- 
I)osure.” Rafferty “has lost 
his reputation and his family 
had been humiliated. He can 
be rehabilitated in society,” 
counsel said. 

Ryland stated he disagreed 


with some of Reddin’s ar¬ 
guments. He said Rafferty 
had five years of associating 
“in an unpleasant manner” 
with women and that the ef¬ 
fects on the 14-year-old girl 
“might not be known for 
years.” 

'The judge commented that 
tlie courts have a duty to 
deter such behaviour^ He said 
he disagieed wifili the conten¬ 
tion Rafferty is sick and 
added “he knows well his lim¬ 
itations and dificulties.” 

Added to the four-month 
prison term was a probation 
period of a further 18 months. 


“We are dealing with a 
problem we inlierited, and I 
can’t see the percentagn in 
starting a new school,’’ he 
said. "Once we are assured a 
safe crossing, it matters not 
whether 100 or 200 children 
are crossing the highway.” 

He added that the cun’ent

When finance committee re¬ 
jected die request last week, 
Hutchison submitted his resig¬ 
nation as the city’s represent¬ 
ative on the stadium commit¬ 
tee. 

He said Monday the oom- 
mittee would gladly present 
council with a detailed sub¬ 


mission in support of the 
grant request. 

As for his resignation, he 
said, it was up to the mayor 
to re-appoint him, or find a 
successor. 

The mayor said in a sepa¬ 
rate interview he hadn’t con¬ 
sidered tha question of ap¬ 
pointing a successor to Hut¬ 
chison. 

“All I would like to say is 
that I envy Mr. Hutchison. He 
can afford the luxury of being 
able to quit when he feels that 
he doesn’t get his point 
across. It would be nice if 
elected officials could do 
that,” E\)Uen said. 

The Centennial Stadium 
was built in 1967 with a grant 
from the provincial govern¬ 
ment to Greater Victoria’s 
four cote municipalities. The 
land on which it was built, 
was donated by the University 
of Victoria. 

At that time, Victoria. Saan¬ 
ich, Oak Bay and Esquimalt 
signed a five-year agreement 
with the university, according 
to which the municipalities 
were to pay 510,000 of the 
525,000 annual maintenance 
costs. The university paid 
515.000 a year. Victoria’s 
share of the municipal portion 
was 54,467. 


The university ^ is now ask¬ 
ing for another five-year 
agreement.

OTTAWA (CP) ~ F'ederal 
government revenues have 
almost doubled in the last 
seven years, with payers of 
personal income tax now car¬ 
rying a far greater share of 
tlie load, treasury statistics 
allow. 

Total federal govemment 
revenue from direct and indi¬ 
rect taxes, and from oHier 
sources such as iiost office 
revenues and returns , on 
investments, ran to $14.3 bil¬ 
lion in tlie fiscal year ended 
March 31. 

Of this, $6 billion or 42 per 
cent came from peisonal in¬ 
come taxes, and less than $3.2 
billion or -15 per cent came 
from corporation profits 
laxet. 


Seven years ago, total fed¬ 
eral revenues ran to less than 
$7.2 billion, and less tlian 30 
per cent of it came from per¬ 
sonal income taxes while cor¬ 
poration profits taxes yielded 
more than 21 per cent. 

The figures do not include 
the special taxes on personal 
incomes, and corporation prof¬ 
its, and hidden sales taxes 
which are ci^ited to the old 
age security fund, from which 
old age pens4(si5 are paid. 
Nor do they include (XMitribu- 
tlons through the personal in¬ 
come tax to the Canada pen¬ 
sion plan. These amounted to 
nearly S3 bUlipn last year, 70 
per cen^jj# it from persfxial 
income taxes.
